Accompts than were formerly extant , and was the more willing to do it at 
this time for this Rexſon , namely : 

That I might take the opportunity of acquainting thoſe who are , or may 
be concerned , That I ſpend part of my time in Statins Merchants-Accomprts, 
Ship-Accompts , or any Controverſal TIntricate Accomprts, (concerning which, 
as ſome have , ſo more may become Suits in Chancery or Equity, commenced 
or depending ; ) and in Computing of Intereſt , the Variation or Forbearance 
of Leaſes, Mortgages , and Annuities ; and am to be heard of at Mr. Ro- 
bert Horn's the Stationer , at the South-Entrance of the Royal Exchange , 
for whom this Book was Printed. 

And now as to the enſuing Work, I have this to ſay , That when 7 firſt 
Compoſed it , I obſerved a want of ſuch Queſtions , that might not tire out 
the patience of the Reader or Student , there bemg none but Journals and 
Leidgers of other Authors in Print , ſeeming to ſome like a Labyrinth of « 
more than ſufficient length , and the which, when traced through, might poſſibly 
ave the Reader unskilful in theſe ſhorter Queſtions ; ſome Whereof have had 
their riſe from real Affairs , which have happened much of the ſame kind. 
And now if the Reader be ſtill unexperienced , and deſirous to reap ſome be- 
nefit thereby , let "me adviſe him to write out the Journals of ſome of theſe 
Accompts, omitting the Relative Numbers in the Margin, of the which 
fee SeEtion the ſeventh following , and are not- to be made till the Parcel is 
entirely Poſted , which that he may be enabled to do, he may uſe the enſuing 
DireFions , but if this be thought too laborious , be may prick and examin 
over the ſaid Queſtions, the Accomprt it ſelf gives Inſtruftion for Bal- 
lancing , the Ballance of each Accompr , being Entred out of the Leidger 
at the end of the Journal Parcels. | | 

Divers Accomprants have made the Buſmeſs of Simple and Compound 
Intereſt, and Annuities, the Subjeft of their Diſcourſes : And I think it 
not improper to tef the Reader , that in 1664. I publiſhed a Paper , con- 
fiſting of a quarter of a Sheet , and fitted for a Letter-Caſe , Intituled , 
The Doctrin of Decimal Arithmenick , Simple Intereſt, &c. as alſo 
of Compound Intereſt and Annuities , generally performed for any time of 
Payment or Rate of Intereſt , by help of any particular T able of the forbearance 
of One Pound Principal. 

The which having been s ate by ſome that underſtood it not , T think it 
not amiſs, a little better to inform them , T hat the Table therein uſed, u a Table 
of Compound Intereſt , at 6 per Centum per Annum , for ſome Days, 


as well as (it is uſual) for ſome Nears, the which to the ſaid, or any other 
Ratio, may be raiſed by ſeveral Methods , without any Extra&ions of Roots, 
or Aid of Logarithms; yea any Logarithm in the Canon may be eaſily © 
computed thereby , and the Converſe ; alſo. any Number of Mean Proportio- 
nals found between two Extreams given. 

The which Table and Precepts , removing the neceſſity of uſing a large Table ' 
of Logarithms, or of thoſe multitudes of Tables, fitted for the ſeveral | 
kinds of Annuity Problems , at ſeveral Rates of Intereſt , and ſeveral Terms |

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Poſt or Tranſport the JOURNAL into the LEIDGER. 
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1. For the Words of Expreſsion. 


1. Here you have many Debitors and one Creditor, proceed in order 
as they come; but where you have one Debitor and many Cre- 
ditors, it is beſt (1n my opinion) to Poſt all the Creditors firſt, and 
the Debitor laſt, in regard, by this means, the Figures of Re- 

ference are firſt Entred into the Journal. 

2. Immediately after the word To, which is always uſed on the Debitor ſide, 
muſt follow the Name of that Account that js diſcharged; the word By is always 
uſed on the Creditor ſide, and after it follows the Name of the Account that is 
charged. 

: Al Accounts of Wares, Voyages, Commodities, ought to be.Poſted at large 
in all the Particulars, with a Column ruled in the middle therein, to expreſs A 
Number, Weight, or Meaſure of the Commodity; by help whereof the Number 
and Quality of the Goods unfold may be known. 

-4-. Uponithe Account of Wares, 1t 1s beſt to expreſs the Weight and Price, and 
6n the Buyer or Sellers Account the time and manner of payment, if room permit : 
And here Note, That it is unuſual to uſe above one Line 1n a Parcel in the Leidger. 
And now though Wares or Commodities are Poſted at large, yet there is no {uch 
neceſſity, that other Accounts be the like.

5. Diſcover by the Alphabet where that Account ſtands in the Leidger you are 
tocharge, or if the Account be not yet Entred, frame an Account in a ſpare room, 
Entring the Title in a fair /#a/zay Hand, and in the Kalendar the Folio where that 
Account ftands, then 1a the outermoſt verge Enter the Year, and in the firſt ruled 
ſpace the Page of the Journal where that Parcel ſtands, in the next the Month , 
afterwards the Day , then the Words of the Parcel, and in the next ruled Column 
the Page of the Leidger where that Parcel ſtands Creditor, or if many Creditors, 
before the Column Figures expreſſing where thoſe Accounts ſtand , and finally 
the Sum ſo charged; thus is the Debitor Parcel Entred : The like in ſeveral 
Accounts for many Debitors, when you have but one Creditor. 

6. Turnto the Folio 1n the Leidger , where that Parcel is to be diſcharged or 
made Creditor, and there Entring as before the Year, Page of the Journal, Month, 
Day, Words of the Parcel, Page or Pages of the Leidger where Entred Debitor , 
and finally the Sum, thus is the Creditor Parcel entirely Eatred: The like for 
many Creditor Parcels 1a {everal Accounts , when you have bur one Debitor. 


7. Laſtly, In the Journal draw a Line between the Terms = , above the ſaid 


Line Enter the Page of the Leidger where that or thoſe Parcels ftand charged or 
made Debizox, and under the Line the Page or Pages where the ſaid Parcel or 
Parcels are diſcharged or made Creditor : Obſerving by the way , that every 
Parcel is charged and diſcharged for the ſame Sum , either 1n groſs, or atlength.
